Of Fuſtifying Faith, 


] 
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VSTIFYING Faith is that 
gracious gift, whereby we be- 
leeuein the iuflice of CynisT 
for our iuſtification , and looke 
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ypon him with confidence, who 
was lifted vp vpon the Crofle 
for the cure cf our ſoules, as the 
Brazen Serpent was for the cure 
of the Iſraclites, being ftinged 
with ſerpents; that as they by 
looking to the brazen Serpent 
were cured of their bodily 
hurts, ſo we by beholding or 
fixing our beleefe on Ixsvs 
CHnRrisrT crucified, ſhould not 
periſh, but have eternall life. 
by Him, being bythe grace of 
GOD in Him, deliuered from 
all our finnes. By Faith then a 
mans goes out of himſelfe, and 
goes into CurisT Ilrsvs: 
By faith he forſakes himſelfe, 
and cleaues vnto CunisrT 
IEsvs; By faith hee flands not 
ypon his owne righteouſneſle, 
which is required by the Law, 
but, defires to be found in the 
cightcouſneſſe of CurrsrT, 
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which is reuealed in the Goſe 
pell : by faith hee puts off his 
owne ragpes, his owne wiſe- 
dome, holineſle,iuſtice, and puts 
on CnrisT Ixsvs, and ap- 
plies him, or atthe leaſt would 
faine apply Himto bhimſelfe, as 
ſome rich robe, or glorious 
parment, that being cloathed 
in his Wiſedome, Holinefle, and 
Iuſtice, hee might appeare in 
the preſence of Gop His 
heauenly Father (as Jacob didto 
T/aac in Eſaus cloathes) and ſo 
obraine His cuerlaſting blefling: 
This Sauing Faith is a moſt pre= 
cious iewell of the ſoule, full of 
comfort and content, Thou 
canſt not ſee G op, but thou 
maiſt behold His Workes; This 
is His Worke, that a man belee- 
ueth in His Sonne Izsvs 
CuRisrT: If then thou doſt 
truely beleeue, thou maiſt be 
OE TINY aha ſure 
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ſure that Gop isin thee, and 
hath raken poſſcfſion of thee. 
Would{t thou kaow how the 
Sunne gocs in the heauens? 
Then looke vnto {ſome true 
Sunne Dyall, in it the motion 
of the Sunne aboue appeareth, 
So, wouldfit thou fee how the 
Son of Righteouſnes Cnrisr 
Iftsvs is affeRted towards thee? 
Aſcend not on high, ſcale not 
the heauens ; but deſcend into 
thy felfe, and examine thine 
heart for thy faith; for thy faich

ly vpon Him; Thy Faith eyes 
Him, touches Him, holds Him, 
and will not let Him go, And 
marke, euen as thou by thy faith

Gov, Wiſedome, Righteouſ- 
neſſe, SanCification, and Re- 
demption. So Saint Pay/,know- 
ing that a man is not iuſtifyed: 
bythe workes , but by the Faith 
of Itsvs CHRIST: - Wee 
alſo (Paxl and Peter ) bane be- 
beened im IEsvs CunRisr, 
that wee might bee inſlified by the 
Faithof Cunr1srT, andnot by the 
workes of the Law: Becauſe by the 
workes of the Law no fleſh ſhall bee 
snflified, Epiphanirs ſaith, iuſtice 
is by Faith, without the workes 
of the Law. Chry/oftome faith, 
Hee hath faued ys by . Faith 
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alone. Theoderet ſaith, by brin- 
ging onely Faith we haue recei- 
ued pardon of finnes,We iudge, 
ſaith e Ambroſe, according to 
the Apoſtle, that a manis iuſti- 
fyed by Faith, without the 
workes of the Law, [Jerome laith, 
thou knoweſt that thou, as the 
Gentiles, haſt found life in 
Cn R15sT, not by the workes 
of the Law, but by Faith alone, 
To omit many, heare onely now 
Saint Aaſten a word, or two: 
When the Apoftle ſaith, a man 
is iuſtified freely , without the 


Wworkes of the Law, by Faith,ic 


isnothis drift, that when Faith 
is recciued and profefled, the 
workes of Iuftice ſhould bee 
contemned; but that euery man 
may know it is poſſible for him 
to bee iuſtified, although the 
workes of the Law haue nor 
gone before; for they follow

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him, that is juſtified, and gonot 
before him, that is to beeiuſti- 
fied, Sothen, wee for our parts 
are ivſtified before Gop one- 
ly by Faith : but wee, and our 
faith alſo are juſtified before 
men by good workes, as the 
goednefle of a Tree is fhewed 
by chefruite, the goodveſle of a 
roſe by her {wecte odors, the 
cunning of a workeman by his 
workes. And though Faith bee 
not alone, but very wellatten- 
ded, yctit iuſtifics alone: as the 
TW ſees alone, the eare hcares 
alone, the mouth taſtes alone, 
the Iegges go alone, but yer 
zrenotalove, but are coupled to 
other parts of the body, Hee 
that hath this faith, hath all the 
yertues of a Chriſtian ; hee that 
wants it, wants all : With it a 
man is ſomething , withour it a.

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man hath all that hath kimſelfe; 
he hath nothing that wants him- 
{e}fe; bur hee hath himſelfe thar 
hath his $anioar, and hee hath 
his Sayiour, that belecueth in 
Him , and by the vertue of his 
faith doth ſecke and ſerue Him, 
It it not faith , but faithleſneſſe;

His good Will and Mercy, who 
will caſt away no humble Sup- 
pliant, but knowes how to alter 
His Sentence, if thou canfi tell 
how to performe repentance.. 
Tt is trite, deſperation doth 
deſtroy thouſands, but pre. 
ſumption doth kill ren thous 
ſands, There is no more dan- 
gerous preſumption, then for 
a man to exp«<& faluation by hrs 
owne deſerts, or to ground 
his bepe of eternity: vpen his 
owne perfetions, His. waxcn 
wings where-with hee ſoares 
on high, will not bee able to 
endure the heace of Gops 

i Juſtice, 
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Tultice, hue with Icar:zs hee 
ſhall moſt ſurely fall, and pe- 
riſh in the gulfe of hell; So, it 
is very. vanity for a- man to 
hope for heauen, whiles hee 
is alwaies (hike: a Mol:) roo- 
ting and turning vp Moun- 
taines of enormities apainſt 
the heauens, and laying fiane 
vpon finne (as the Bibilont- 
ans did ſtone vpon one) and 
fo threatrning: heaten wirh 
their knnes, as they. with their 
Tower. The finner may not 
hope for heauen, but - the 
Saint onely.z the humble, and 
not the proud; . the penitent, 
not tne man adcicted to - his 
owne Jufts, .and hating to bee 
reformed. For the promiſe of 
Eternall Lite is made, not to 
Infidels, but to Beleevers; 
not to the rebell, but to the 
penitent; not to the preſump 
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tuous, kut tothe poore; not to 
the children of the world , but 
ro the true ſpitituall, fonnes,and 
daughters of the Church of 
G op. Adulterers, Drunkards, 
worldlings, fhall not inherite 
the Kingdome of Gon. They | 
cannot be ſaued, except they re- | 
pent, and when they do truely 
repent, then Gon accounts 
them no longer Adulterers, 
Drunkards, Worldlings , but 
doth forgive them, And as 
without repentance they cannot 
be ſaued; ſo without repentance 
they cannot hope to bee ſaued.

was deſerued of any, then of 
CrurisT Irtsvs; Who be. 
came man to bring vs into grace 
with Gord; Who was poore, 
to makevsrich; Who humbled 
Himſelfſe, to exalc vs; Who 
came downe from heauen + oF 
fetch vs from hell to heauens 
Who bothliued and dycd for ys, 
that wee might eſcape eternall 
death, and might obraine Eter- 
nall Life. And Fenatly, becauſe 
perfection procurech fauour, 
and beauty is the Load-ftone 
yntoloue: Wee muſt needs be- 
Row our loue on Him, in whom 
1s nothing but perfeAion, no- 
thing bur beauty, In Him arc 
all the Treaſures of Wiſes 
dome and Knowledge hidden: 
In Him is the fi vloeſſe of the 
God-head Bodily: Hee is Fairer

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then the ſonnes of men, Grace 
is diffuſed in His Lips : Gop 
hath annointed Him with the 
Oile of Gladneſſe aboue His 
Fellowes ; Hee is White and 
Ruddy, the chiefeft of ten thou 
ſand, wholly dcleRable. Lory 
Ifesvs, tie mine heart faſt ro 
Thee by loue; ſeuer ir from all 
earthly things,cuen from it ſelfe, 
that iz may be wedded wholly, 
and ſolely ynto Thee, ynto Thee, 


and vnto none but Thee, and that 
for cuer; 
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Ha ITY Seginnes at home: 
Ie is naturall for a' man to 
loue himſelfe ; Hee that Joues 
not himſelfe, is yofit to loue 
another; 
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another : Or how can hee take 
care of another, that is careleſle 
of himſclfe? True felfe-loue is 
a furtherer of all vertues, ſpeci- 
ally of temperance and ſuch 
other, as concerne our ſclues, 
For hee, that loues himfelfe 
truely, wils. well, and does well 
ynto himlclfe, and embraces 
thoſe vertues gladly , by which 
hee may be mended, There is 
a blind and fooliſh ſelfe-loue, 
too too common inthe world, 
You ſhall haue ſome rauiſhed 
with the admiration of them- 
ſclues; they are the Mountaines, 
all others are but Mole-hils; all 
their Geeſe are Swans; all their 
vertues are ten-foote long, and 
all their ations are goed, be- 
cauſe they are theirs. all is ſpo- 
ken in Print, that is fpoke by 
_ them; they ſec not their wants, 
but imagine they haue, that they 

haue 
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haue not : So they ſwimme, 
they care not though all doe 
ſinke; ſo they may haue, they 
care not though all befides doe 
want; they will forgiue and flat. 
terthemſelues in moſt grieuous 
vices, excufing themſelues, cx- 
tenuating their faults, and con- 
_ temning all the admonitions of 
others, And finally, their praiſes 
of others is very ſparing, almoſt 
nothing, but they can ſpeake 
bigly of themſelues, andthinke 
nothing well done, bur what 
they do themſelues, This is a 
pernicious and fearefull finne, 
the madneſle of the minde, the 
impediment of all yertues, the 
fhame of Religion, and the 
cauſe of all enormites : He that 
loues himſelfe aright, loues 
himſelfe Helily,that is, in GoDÞ, 
for Gop, and vnder Gov: 
and Iuſtly, that hee may bee 
G 4 righteous, 


riphteous, and that by ſclfes 
loue hee proues not himſelfe in- 
juft: And Diſcreetely, not ovier- 
weening himſeife, but with 
wiledome behauing himlelfe tO- 
wards all, as is requiſite for him, 
The o00d man that loues him- 
{elfe.,as hec ſhould, wiſheth well 
vnto himſelfe, doth good vnto 
himſelfe, agreeth with himſelfe, 
dwelleth with bimſelfe with wil 
lineneſle, reioyceth with him 
ſcife, wherethere is caule of ioy, 
and ſorrowerh with himſclfe, 
when there is matter of ſorrow; 
and tn briefe, doth carneſtly co- 
uet and Jabour his owne-peace, 
inward, outward, and eternall; 
On the contrary, a wicked and 
profane Athieſt, Epicure, and 
Worldling doe not truely -Joue 
themſclues, but rather hate,and 
bure themſclues with intempece 
rance, worldly cares, and other 
VIces? 
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vices : they ftudy not to garniſh 
their ſoules with ſpirituall vers 
tucs, but follow riches, plea- 
ſures, and preferments., which 
to wicked men are neuer good, 
but ever hurtfull, Neither do- 
they agree well cogether within 
themſelues, becauſc their appe- 
tite and ſenſual part doth firiue 
againſt rheir reaſons, and either 
they ever labour of a Rupifyed, 
or With a vexed and vnquiert 
ſpirit. And hence ir is alſo, that 
ſenſuall and evilllivers, as drun- 
kards, whoore-mongers, ſpend- 
thriftes, and ſuch like perſons, 
loue nr to be alone, and like 
not priuacie , and retired: 

houghts, bur frequent Ale-- 
houſes, Tavernes, Plaies, and: 
ſecke otit voluptuous andboon 
companions,ſfuchas theraſelues, 
becauſe they loue not them--

ces, butarevexed with the re- 
membrance of their vices and 
iniquities, diſquieted with the 
feare of puniſhment, and pin« 
ched with the gripes of anaccu- 
fing and tumaltuous conſcience, 
Briefly, men truely good do one= 
ly truely loue themſctues ; bur 
evill men do not loue them

Goop Chriſtian hath 
two things in him to be 


bcloued, Grace and Nature. As 
heeis aman, we ought to loue 


bing

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him z bur as hee is a good man, 
wee ought to love him the 
more, Hee, that hates a man, 
loves not his Maker; he, that 
hates a Chriſtian , loues not his 
Maiſter. He that hates either 
Man or Chriſtian, 1s - neither 
Chriſtian, nor Man, but a dinel} 
incarnate, Some boaſt of their 
loue to Gop, which ſhew no. 
lone to man for Gop.: This 
boaſting is yaine and falſe, for he 
that loues Gop, will loue His 
Image: And certes he that loues. 
not the childe, cares as little for 
the father, But our neighbour 
is vngodly, gracelcfie, roytous, 
and yrruly ; Yet muſt we loue 
him, if not becauſe he is goog, 
yet that hee may be good; if not 
the man, yet the man-head; if 
not the manners, yet the man, 
Gold is good, though droffe bee 
naught ; Wheate may not be 
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throwne away becauſe of chafte; 
neither will we hate our bodies, 
becauſe there are deformities,or 
diſeaſes in them. Neither will 
all loue ſerue the turne ; but we 

ought to loue our neighbour in 
truth, not falſely; indeed, not 
verbally; inthe faith, not againft 
it; in that, that is ind, and. not 
vorighteoufly, in judgement, 

and not vndiſcreetely; in mea- 
ſure, vnder Goy, and: not 
aboue Him : and conftantly,not 
for a ſtarr, as if ſome ague-fir 
were on vs. There is very ; much 


Joueinthe world, ſuchas itis, 


but very lutle Chriſtian Chari. 
ty. For this ſcekes the good 
of her neighbour, and not his 
goods: This loves to giue, and. 
not to pull away : This beareth 


much, forbearech much, and re= 


joyceth ; inthe truth : This loues 
a.man, not for his greatncfſe, but 


fox 
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for his Graces; not for his birth, 
but for his New-birth ; nor for 
his henour, bur for. his Holj- 
nefſe: not for his wealth, but for 
his Wiſedome : aud finally for 
CurIisT and in CnrisT: 
for CHRIST, becauſe 
Curisr doth loue him, and 
bids ys love Hin; and in 
CHRIST, Cither becauſc he is 
CurRisTsS, or that he may be= 
come CHurisTs, But this is. 
the condemnation of men, that. 
the Church, and Her Children 
are come amongſt: they but 
men loue the world more tnen. 
the Church, and finners more,, 
ENen Saints. 
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Of lowing, and of be- 


ing loued, 
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T is better to loue, then to- 
be loued: for Aﬀtion is more 


excellent then Paſſion; and the 
praiſe of vertue confiſts in aQi- 


on, To giue, i; more gracious. 


then to take: Now in louing 


there is a pift, inbeing loued 


there is a taking, Honeſty is ber- 
ter then Commodity : Now to 


loue is a point ef Honeſty, to 


be beloued is a matter 'of Com- 
modiry., Gop delights more 
inthe love, wherewith he doth 
Ioue, then in the love, where- 
with heis loued : And mothers. 
naturally rejoyce more to Joue 
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their children, then to be Toued 
of their children, and like bet- 
tertodo good tothem, then to 
receive good from them. Bee 
fides, a man may bee loued of a 
man with Chriſtian lone, and 
yet be buran hypocrite ; but a 
man cannot loue with. Chriftian 
loue, but he mult needes be @ 
Chriſtian, A man may be-Joued 
of his neighbour for G op, and 
yet neither loue Gop, nor be 
loued of Gop.: but a man can- 
not love his neighbour for 
Goop, but hee doth much more 
love Gop, and is moſt cer. 
tainely beloued of Gon, And 
finally, it is no paine, but rather 
pleaſure ; a gaine , Dutno grace 
to be beloued : but to loue a 
good thing well is grace; yea, 
oftentimes a man muſt ſweate 
and {triuve with great contention 
(lo aucrſe and tortuous are our

hearts by ſtane). before he can 
faſten bis aftc&ions, and fixe his 
loue on ſpirituall things, which:

cious tonim; 

True friendſhip tands in true 
muuallloue, where loue failes, 
there friendſhip fals : But that a. 
man may. prove a. friend ynto- 
another,jtis neceſſary that he be: 
afriend vnto himſelfe : For how. 
ſhall he will well, do well, agree 
well,or dwell well with anoth .; 
that failes in- theſe things to-: 
wrds himfſelfe? 

Bur this, as touching loue, is- 
worthy obferuation : that thoſe 
that do good turnes vnt oothers,. 
do mare loue them., to whom. 
tney do them, then theſe, that. 
dorecceiue them , doloue choſe, 
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that do them:Prouided that they 
do their good turnes out of ſ111- 
cerity , not for by-reſpeCts, 
Caunricrt loues ys better then 
weloue him: Parents loue their 
children more ther their chil- 
dren loue them, Tutors joue 
their Pupils more then they 
their Tutors, Hee thatreceiues 
2 benefite is (as it were) the 
worke and creature of his Benee 
fatour: Now the worke-man 
loues:the worke, more then the 
worke doth loue the worke- 
man: The creature is deerer to 


the Creator, then Heetoit; and 


the cauſe loues the effet more 
ther it the cauſe, The Viurer is 
vaworthy the name cf Benefa- 
Qour, becauſe he lones his 
Debtor for eaine, ſeeking ra- 
ther ro benefite himſelfe in his 
Debtor, then his Debtor in him: 
And1o ſpeake properly, as he is 


al 


men freely, ſeaſonably, vnaſ- 
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an Viurer, he loves him not: for 
loue ſeekes not her owne good, 
but the good of him whom hee 
loues; Now the Vſurer ſeckes 
his owne good onely,and leaues 
his debtor to looke to himſelfe, 
ſhewing him onely a little out- 
ward indulgence tor 'a time, 
yniill hee may haue his debt 
paid him againe with vantage, 
But indeed to gatne loue, and tio 
becounted a Benefactour, is not 
any way moreecafily attain'dro, | 
then by doing good turnes vnto 


ked, andin ſecrcſfte : but ſome 
cannot doa man a good turne, 
bur they muſt cackle ſo: long 
and fo loud, that all the world 
may take notice of it; which 
argues. that they regard fame 
more then 'freindſhip, ' and to 
walke vpon "the tongues of

fo. Faith begetteth hope, hope

Final- 
ly, Faith, Hope, and Charity, 
are three excellent yertues, but 
Charity is, intwo reſpects , the 
chiefeft, Firſt, becauſe Charity 
1s profitable to our Neighbours, 
whereas our Faith and Hope 
doth them no good atall, were 
it not for Charity, Secondly, 
the loue , whereby wee loue 
CurisT and His Members 
now, ſhall be continued and 
perfited in the world to come: 
but whereas now wedo by faith 
belecue, and by hope expeRt 
and defire to fee the face of 
CurisT hereafter : Then, 
when we de ſeeand enioy Him, 
_ this faich, and this hope are at 
an end; and whereas heere in 


this life wee walke by faith, and 


not by ſight, and feeling, in the 
life to come wee ſhall ſee face 
toface, and know as wee are

F muſt -be warily meddled 
with: If thou wilt not ſuffer Ir 
to burne vp thy lufts, It will 
burne vp thee: if It conſumenot 
the finne, . It ſhall conſume the 
fGnner. Art thou a cold? Ir is 
fire to warme thee, Arr thou 


 Cerofſy? It is fireto purge thee, 


Art thou in darkenefle? Ic is a 
fire to enlighten thee, Ts thine 
heart voide of zeale to G on, 
or loue to Man? Itis afireto en- 
flame thee? Art thou frozen yp- 
on thy dregs, or art thou ſo 
hardned that no impreſſion can 
be made ypon thee?

downe one day thither, from 
whence all hereſies ſpring, An

Law and Goſpell , is the Fire 
and Hammer, by which through 
diuine affiſtance they worke 
them, faſhion them , and make 
them fit inſtruments, and veſſels 
forthe ſcruice of Gor in His 
Houſe, which is the Church, 
How precious therefore both 
to Prieſt, and people ſhould 
this Hammer and Fire bee in 2 
true - account thereof - within 
their ſoules?:- - Pen Es 
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Vea are good workes, 28 
a Fare, andare done according 
tothe willof Gop reucaled. 
For the rule of wel-doing is 
pot our wils, who are but ſer- 
uants; bur the Will of Goyp, 
whois our Maier, whoſe will

| Forme of faith, but they are 
true effects, vndoubted tokens, 

and vnſcparable companions of 
true Faith and of true Charity, | 
if well performed, For Faith } 
and Charity are not idle and vn- | 
fruitfull, but labourtous and full. | 
of goodneſſe: And though our 
wel-doing be no cauſe of our

aduance thee?Promotion comes 
neither from Eaſt, nor Weſt, 


| nor South, nor: North , .but 


from GOD, Who'throweth: 
the proud from his Pinacles, 
raiſeth the needy out of the 
duſt, and lifteth vp the. poore 
out of the dung , that Hee way 
ſet Him with Princes, eucn with 
the Princes of Hx people. Or 
one, 
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One, that is kind and louing, 
patient and compaſſionate? The 
L.oRD is gracious and: merci- 
full, ſlow to-anger, and'of great 
mercy, Hee will fulfill the de- 
fire of them that feare Him; Hee 
will heare their cry and f2ue 
them, Men will ſerue men, fpe-

good, not mingled, or corrupt, 
So it is bootlefle to ſow the

midſt of a man : And that it may

incure the fire ynburnt, that 
Piſmires ſhold prouide for Win« 
ter, that the King amoneft the 
Bees ſhould onely want a fling,

with. Furthermore, ſome things 
arc ſtrange and beyond nature, 


| yet 
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yet not miraculous, not truely 
miracles, becauſe they are done 
by the power and affiftance of 
the Diuell, as are many things 
Aid and done by ſuch are poſleſ- 
ſed of Diuels. Miracles were 
wrought in the Primitiue 
Church very often,till rhe Chri- 
ſian Faith was ſufficiently con- 
firmed: but now having beene 
ſo aboundantly confirmed, ſo 
generally beleeued, hee were 
himſelfa very wonderment,that 
will not now belecue it without 
a wonder.
